Towards the close of a sultry sum¬ 
mer day, the narrow streets of Valen¬ 
cia wore an aspect of unusual activity 
and life, filled, aa they were, wilh 
representatives of every class of citi¬ 
zens. The tide af human beings 
seemed to be setting in one direction, 
towards a plaza, or square, io thaeen- 
tre. The Alameda was deserted by 
its fashionable promenaden; sad 
young and old—all, indeed, who were 
not bedridden—were at length con¬ 
gregated in the square. The attrac¬ 
tion was soon explained; for In the 
centre of the plaza was seen a lofty 
platform of wood, on which was erect¬ 
ed n stout stake or pillar, to which 
was affixed «o iron chain and ring. 
Around thia were heaped, to the height 
of several feet, huge fagots of dry 
wood, ready for the torch. A large 
body of men at-arms kept the crowd 
back from a large open space around 
tha platform. Theaa preparations 
were made, so the popular rumor ran, 
for the punishment of a jonng Eng¬ 
lishman, who aided a Spanish nun in 
the violation of her vow*. 

The numerous bells of the rity were 
tailing heavily; And it length, after 
<he patienee of the populace had been 
nearly exhausted, the head of a col¬ 
umn of men, marching in slow time 
waa seen to enter upon the plica.—
